A statesm an may be d efined as a man who, 
hav ing serv ed his ap p renticeship in p olitics and 
gov ernment, has acq u ired the wisd om, v ision, 
and mental statu re to p artak e in formu lating his 
cou ntry ’s p olicies, both national and interna­ 
tional.

The ey es of the nation are focu sed on Ind i­ 
ana for the coming election — will Ind iana re­ 
tu rn her great statesman, James E. Watson to 
the United States senate or send the u ntried 
scarcely -trained Fred erick Van Nu y s to su cceed 
him? The nation wants to k now if “a p rop het 
is not withou t honor sav e among his own p eo­ 
p le.” 
Senator Watson has long since serv ed his p o­ 
litical ap p renticeship . Six terms in Congress, en­ 
tering the United States Senate in 19 16 to rise 
to the rank of Rep u blican floor lead er in the 
su cceed ing y ears, and now to p osition of the man 
closest to the Presid ent. Training, k nowled ge of 
the craft of state gained only by y ears in the 
serv ice of gov ernment, lead ership that ov er­ 
shad ows p etty feu d s and p olicies, all of these a t­ 
tribu tes are Senator W atson’s. Now the nation 
wond ers if Ind iana will retu rn him or send the 
u ntried Van Nu y s to begin the long ap p rentice­ 
ship that so many serv e, so few transcend . 
A statesm an is born ou t of ex p erience. No 
p rocess of incu bation has been d iscov ered that 
will hatch one ov ernight.

BEWARE OF AUTOCRACY 
Ev ery American citizen has been raised with a 
belief in d emocracy , and a k nowled ge of what it 
m eant to those men who fou nd ed ou r gov ern­ 
ment and those who came after them and m ain­ 
tained it. 
No less, ev ery American citizen has been raised 
with a v ery real horror of au tocracy and its free­ 
d om-stifling ev ils. 
Yet many good citizens are led by p ersu asiv e 
talk into lend ing their su p p ort to bu reau cratic 
measu res that in p ractice, no m atter what they 
are in theory , mean au tocracy . 
Bu reau cracy giv es to a small grou p of p u blic 
emp loy es an arbitrary and u nd emocratic p ower 
ov er the liv es of fellow citizens. Too often a p u b­ 
lic serv ant p rov es himself to be in reality a p etty 
Alex and er, with v agu e d reams of emp ire. 
It is said that one p erson in ev ery six in ou r 
cou ntry is a p u blic emp loy e liv ing at the ex p ense 
of the other fiv e. This means we are ap p roaching 
an ex treme of bu reau cratic gov ernment. In an 
au tocracy a p ortion of the p op u lation, by v irtu e 
of being d escend ants of p owerfu l families, or 
friend s of the k ing, are emp owered to control the 
liv es and liberty of others. In a bu reau cracy , 
those in control liv e by v irtu e of hav ing some 
p u blic job that limits freed om of action or lib­ 


erty of others. There is no fu nd amental d iffer­ 
ence. 
When we fav or a p u blic ownership p roject, for 
ex amp le, we are end orsing p aternalism that re­ 
v ok es liberties of the citizen and p rev ents him 
u sing his own initiativ e and enterp rise. 
We 
thu s p lace • p riv ate bu siness in the hand s of a 
bu reau comp osed of men with something of the 
p ower of emp erors. 
Do we want an au tocracy ? The av erage citi­ 
zen wou ld answer an u nq u alified “No!’ Bu t he 
mu st d o more than that — he mu st realize that 
the d anger is ev er p resent, often u nd er an a t­ 
tractiv e gu ise. 
The United States was settled as a nation 
where free men cou ld lead free liv es, u ntram ­ 
meled by v iciou s “Div ine Right of Kings” non­ 
sense, and the iron fist of the au tocrat. As we 
ad op t p aternalistic measu res or allow alien in­ 
flu ences to creep in, we d estroy the fou nd ation 
of ou r freed om. 


FLAW IN GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 
Gov ernment ownership has at least one weak ­ 
ness which we mu st consid er when ad v ocating it 
ov er p riv ate ownership . This weak ness is the 
tend ency to su p p ress ind iv id u al initiativ e, to 
hamp er it with laws and ru les of d ep artments. 
It tak es off the economic check on ex p end itu res 
and su bstitu tes only a p olitical check , which is 
highly u nsatisfactory . 
When there is no p ower to lev y tax es, the man 
who has to go to p eop le who are free to giv e 
their money or withhold it, mu st mak e ou t a 
sou nd economic case for himself or he d oesn’t 
get the money . If he has to mak e ou t only a p o­ 
litical case, he forces the money from ind iv id u als 
throu gh a tax lev y . 
Which situ ation d o y ou p refer?
